oppressed the public and robbed it. You 
have yourself learned by experience as a 
leader of Congress how powerless even 
honest men are in that body to resist the 
machinations of monopoly. Yon have 
seen successive administrations so far 
paralyzed by the baleful influence of 
these conspiracies as to refuse even to en- 
force the statute laws enacted for their 
restraint. You have seen the discontent 
which now thieatens us with wildly de- 
structive policies grow before your eyes 
out of this situation. What do yon pro- 
pose to do about these things if yon are 
elected ? Will you use all your power as 
President to compel the enforcement of 
the Anti-Trust and Inter-State Com- 
merce laws? Will you urge upon Con- 
gress the enactment ot further legislation 
to give effect to the purpose of the peo- 
ple in the passage of the laws we have?

3. Will yon select as your Attorney 
General some fav «rite trust lawyer whose 
appoiutment will ass re the monopolies 
against molestation, or will you seek out 
some one for that offic* win will respect 
his oath ami obey aud enforce the law, 
some one who will compel n't his dis- 
trict attorneys to do their duty as ti e law 
requires and as the people demand ? 

4. Will yon, if elected primarily to 
avert the revolutionary tendencies that 
threaten us, rest content with that tem- 
porary result, or will you do what you 
can to root out the causes that have bred 
such tendencies ? What means will yon 
employ to restore our Government to 
legitimate popular control and to loosen 
the hold upon it of the influences that 
now so sorely afflict and distort it? 

5. You tell us that your party, if in- 
trusted with power, will provide ample 
revenues. But in what fashion? Will 
you recommend to Congress to impose 
still heavier burdens upon consumption, 
or will you urge that superfluous wealth 
be made to bear its share? Will yon 
recommend an increase in the tax on 
beer, w ithout the fear of the rich brewers 
before yonr eyes, or will you suggest in- 
stead a higher duty U]>on clothing and 
other common necessaries of life? 

6. Will you favor and approve the 
submission of an amendment by which 
to constitutionalize a just tax upon su- 
perfluous incomes, or will you insist upon 
leaving the bnrdeu of Government sup- 
port mainly upon those who earn their 
bread in the sweat of their faces? 

7. Will you resolutely set your face 
against further bond issues in time of 
peace? Will you refuse to dicker with 
banker syndicates to protect the Treasury 
on commission ? 

S. Finally, is yotir hostility to' free 
silver coinage resolute enough to resist 
strong temptation ? Would vou have the 
courage to veto a tariff bill framed to 
your liking, if it should come to you with 
a free-silver “rider” upon it ?— and this, 
as Senator Sherman admits, is the only 
tariff bill that the Senate will consent to 
send to yon.

There arc in gold $376,220,085 not lo- 
cated— hoarded up — not iu the hands of 
the government nor in Ihe hands of the 
common people; this the people know. 

We have then $260,000,000 of gold as 
the basis of all the other money cf the 
country— $1,379 6o0,850-.Kalional iDdebl- 
ness over $20,000,000,000. Now it is an 
axiom of finance “that all the property 
and labor required to pay debts must be 
valued in proportion to the quant ty of 
money with which debts (tan be paid.” 

The amount of real money with v/liicli 
debts can be paid is small ; consequently 
prices for labor and produce are email. 
Whilst the government has, since ’76, 
coined legal tender silver dollars, ii Ins 
by other legislation and treasury con- 
structions left the silver dollar a ki id of 
“token” mony— not really legal tender 
in all cases. While it is true the golc dol- 
lar has a large purchasing power, the 
poor cannot get hold of it. It is in the 
hands of the rich and they are hoa -dii g 
it— Olliers are speculating on it— making 
corners, combines for increased wealth. 
This men of wealth can do where :here 
is the one special basis. It is said “if 
you vote to bring in silver equal with 
gold, then gold will retire and we will 
have hard times. AA'e reply, to the farmer 
and day laborer the hard times are al- 
ready here. Also as we have shown, the 
300,000,000 of gold outside of the 
hanks and U. S. treasury is al read;/ re- 
tired. Also, with freed silver the oppor- 
tunities to speculate on gold, the one 
medium, will lie taken away and gold 
will have to come out, for men will no* 
told gold forever without profit. 

If then we will have an expensive 
clumsy mctalic basis, then let us aave 
true bimetali8m— silver and gold at a 
fixed ratio — the silver and gold dollar of 
equal purchasing power and legal te ider 
for all financial purposes. 

It will be said the interest on govern- 
ment bonds must be paid in gold — sc the 
present administration construes the 
contract, but the letter of the contract 
does not. Also most of those bonds weie 
bought with dollars worth at that time 
only 50 cents ; if now paid off in silvei 
there would be no injustice; also many 
I bonds are to be paid only in coin. Then 
let coin be freely coined. 

Let the gold man '.come to the govern- 
ment mint with his bullion; even with 
some missionary earring in it. The gov- 
ernment will take charge of it— fix the 
fineness and weight — “regulate the price 
thereof,” affix the government stamp; 
then it will be a gold dollar— not the bul- 
lion with its commercial value, but the 
bullion, with the weight fineness, “p-ice 
thereof fix” and government stamp— this 
is a gold dollar — honest— sound. 

Now, equally free, let the silver man 
come with his bullion, even if he should 
bring some Mexican dollars iu with it 
The government mint will take charge of 
all, fix the "fineness, ’’the weight, “regulate 
the price thereof,” irrespective of com- 
mercial values ; affixed the government 
stamp ; then the bullion, thus modified 
and qualified, willbe & “sound ulverdol 
lar” — au “honest” dollar— worth a hun- 
dred cents— its purchasing power a hun- 
dred cents. 

There would then Imj no longer a gold 
monopoly. The people would have at 
least two chances against combines in- 
stead of one. Capital would then diffuse 
itself into something else than gold spec- 
ulations. 

Some one will ask, how about the ne-jd- 
ed gold from import taxes. I reply, if 
the‘‘fiat”was in my hands I would find ont 
some other plan than that of a tariff paid 
in gold. I would wipeout the wholeta -iff 
business ; and for the support of govern- 
ment, I would accept Bryan's “income 
tax”— levy a tax on every man to the ex- 
tent of his wealth and by.vigilent meuus 
collect it. 

Thus he who would.have much to be 
protected would pay much for his pro- 
tection. This would be simple justice, 
aud the time is not far distant when t'lis 
policy or something like it, will be ue-id- 
ed for the safety of the rich and the pence 
of societv — outraged nature will uot al- 
ways remain quiet. 

The average tariff is 40 per cent. The 
amount received by the laborer is 19 per 
cent. Nearly nine tenths of the nations 
wealth is invested in manufacturing in- 
terests. 

Now, does an interest that yields 21 
per cent need a high protective tariff, 
and that at the expense of the people; 
for they pay the tariff on what they con- 
sume and thus the consumer pays a rev- 
eune, not on the property he onws but on 
the necessary things he consume?. Often 
this is more with the poor man than 
with the rich ; aud tiius tl-.e poor man 
would pay more for the support of the 
government than the rich property hold- 
er. This is not just. Then let us sweep 
away this tax on that which tire people 
consume. 

A few years since onr Republican 
neighbors said ao — did so in refereice 
to sugar. They then said it is better to 
protect 60 millions of consumers than 
give a monopoly of profit to a handful! of 
capitalists.

But there is, to this nation, a far greut 
er financial embarrasraent than the gold 
basis on protective tariff ; that embarns- 
ment is the liqnor traffic. 

Tint traffic abotracts from the legiti- \ 
mate channels of industry $500 000,000 of 
our circulating medium It iomen’s 
discord and crime. It lias enlisted in its 
work 250,000ealoons— murder shops— t e 
ruin, lor time and eternity of 600,090 
people. Before this gigantic wrong t ie 
two great political parties are dutch. 
They are afraid to speak least they loose 
the balot of the liquor power. 

This evil is not only a social one, bit 
is in die politics of our country— is Iegi.I- 
ized. This desolating evil can be over- 
thrown, not by mere moral suasion, but 
must be removed by political action for 
it lives by political action. The ho|>e 
then, is the building up of a politic »1 
party like tlie National Prohibition party 
which lias for its object the prohibition 
of the iiqnor traffic, government issre 
of the national enrrenev, enlistment of 
woman suffrage, the breaking up of mo- 
nopolies and promotion of other ohjees 
of reform.

A letter to J. B. Gest, of this city, from 
\V. H. H. AA’ilcox, of New York, gives 
consideration of some phases of the dis- 
cussion of the money question that are 
often misunderstood. Mr. AVilcox is a 
former Cincinnatian and well known 
here. The part of his letter relating to 
the matter at issue is as follows: 

“It seems to me that in all the discus- 
sion of the money ‘ question that not 
enough attention is given to the terms 
ued; for instance, the terms standard of 
values, intrinsic values, are terms that 
should never be used. There can be no 
standard of values, never was any. A’al- 
ues never ‘stand.’ The term, ’measure 
of values,’ seems to me to be correct, as 
all values are liable to monetary change; 
for in6tauce, if there is but little money 
and very much iu demand, money w ill 
lie dear. If, on the contrary, tlieie is an 
abundance of money and not so much 
wanted, money will be cheap. The law 
of supply and demand, applying here as 
it does everywhere, but the U6e of the 
word standard helps to destroy this idea 
oi supply aud demand as applied to 
money, and should never he used. Ho 
many grains of gold and so many grains 
of silver are the measures of valve, hut 
these measures are subject to change in 
value- 

“Again, intrinsic value carries to the 
average mind something akin to a di- 
vinity in coin. No one can give you a 
satisfactory definition of it. It should 
never be used, as nothing on the globe 
lias any intrinsic commercial value. It 
has use value. It is only the use that 
gives gold and silver 'value. If it 
lias an intrinsic value, it is intrinsic 
chemical or medical value. Then the 
use of the word standard helps to con- 
found in comparison with things that 
are staodards, as the yardstick aud 
l>ound weight That is, they confound 
the absolute with the relatiyer" The 
yardstick lieiug n certain 'fractional part 
of a certain^T^rde G f longitude, is neces- 
sarily a*, absolute measure, as it will 
only change as Divine 1‘rovidence chang- 
es the degree of longitude. But money 
values are purely relative. The com- 
mercial value of any one thing always 
depends on its relation to other things. 
If to the $300,000,000 of gold in sight in 
the United States you would to-morrow 
add $4000,i WO, 000, you would soon see 
money value was relative. Money would 
be much chaeper. But add to your 
yardstick 4,000 more yards, and the orig- 
yard would remain exactly the same. 

“The term ‘honest moueVi’ as applied 
to gold standard, should never be used 
by bimetallists, for it is the most dishon- 
est money ever conceived by tlie nnud 
of mail. The debts made from 1861 to 
1SG5, tirat are yet to be paid, are collect- 
able in w hat is equivalent to a seven- 
dollar dollar. This is about the difler- 
ence in the war dollar and the present 
gild dollar. At the close of the 
war they could have paid the 
w hole war debt, and for the slaves, w illi 
lees of the things Uncle Ham produces 
than now they. could pay the $1,000,000,- 
000 of war debt remaining.

Silver bullion at 67 cents per ounce 
will buy just as much of the products 
of the farm as the coined dollars of 
like weight would have purchased i:i 
1H72. when silver was $l.29per ounce, 
when, indeed, it sold for a premium 
over that price in gold, says the Salt 
Lake Tribune. 

In India there has lieen no change 
in the standard. The worker in In- 
dia works for the same number of 
rupees per month that he did in 1872, 
and with his wages buys just as much 
as he did then. In i872 England 
bought American Silver bullion at 
$1.32 per ounce, and with it bought 
Indian wheat and cotton. Now siie 
buys American silver bullion at 67 
cents, ships it to Bombay and has it 
coined, and with the coin l^uys twice 
as much for every ounce of silver as 
she did then. This product so pur- 
chase is brought to England. and tip* 
prices of it establish the prices of it 
established the prices on this side of 
the Atlantic. The same is done in 
Egypt. for. in fact, is as much a col- 
ony of Great Britain as India is. In 
the same way in Bombay England 
coins a 372 grain dollar for China. 

Now we would he glad if the gold 
press of the East would explain how 
long in its estimation it will he be- 
fore Great Britain will give up this 
advantage? Sht keeps herself on a 
gold basis. She keeps such colonies 
as she can on a silver basis: she buys 
her goods with silver depreciated in 
price nt percent.; she collects her in- 
terests and dividends in gold, which 
is appreciated WO per cent.: she ob- 
tains food for her laborer.- at riO per 
cent, below the normal price, textiles 
and other stock for her factories at 
the same rate; the world is her 
debtor, and has nothing to pay in ex- 
cept raw products, whieh she obtains 
at half price, and still from President 
Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle down to 
the meanest subsized gold bug sheet 
in the Union, there is nothing but a 
clamor for “sound money,” and 
mournful expressions over the dis- 
honest men of the AA'est who favor 
“soft” money. NV ill some of these 
wise asses rise up and explain in 
some reasonable way why the work- 
ers and producers of the East do not 
need silver money more than do the 
silver and gold miners of the AVest?

Fire was discovered at two o’clock yes- 
terday afternoou in the eastern wing of 
tlie Feeble-Minded Institute, and three 
hours later the magnificent building was 
a smouldering ruin. The city fire de- 
pirtment was notified by telephone as 
soon as the fire was discovered and went 
at once to the scene. 

Dr. lluff and the teachers worked no- 
bly in bringing out the children, and 
succeeded iu getting all out safely. The 
tire originated in what is known as the 
rag room on the fourth floor. Thisrocm 
is used us a storage room for scrape from 
the sewing room. Dr. Huff’s theory re- 
garding the origin of the fire is that a 
match must have been swept up with 
the rags, and that a mouse gnawing the 
match started the blaze. 

AA'lien the fire department reached the 
scene, it was discovered that the pumps 
of the institution would not throw water 
with force enough to have any effect on 
the blaze. AA’lien it was seen that no 
water could be used, messengere were 
sent back to the city for dynamite with 
which to blow np the east w ing, with the 
hope that the fire could be confined to 
that wing of the building, but before the 
dynamite came the fire had burned into 
central and western wings, and the dy- 
namite would have proven unavailing. 
Every effort was now made to save the 
furniture, and several hundred people 
lent willing assistance. 

A great deal of the furniture was taken 
out hut most of it was badly broken np, 
some articles that were not moved far 
enough from the building afterwards 
burned Some of those trying to get the 
furniture out of the building did very 
comical things. One man rescued two 
cakes of ice and brought them out and 
laid them carefully on the grass where 
they melted. Bureaus and wash stands 
were tTirown from the upper stories and 
smashed to kindling wood on the ground 
beneath. Many wash-bowls and pitchers 
were thrown from the fourth s'ory, and, 
strange to say, some did not break. 

Transfer wagons were sent for, and the 
furaiture lying about the yard was gath- 
ered up and taken to the workshops, 
which will be used as sleeping quarters 
for the inmates until other arrangements 
are made. 

All of the inside walls fell one after 
auother. and only the outside walls are 
standing. At one time the fire threat- 
ened to destroy the frame worksliope, 
which are about three hundred feet from 
the main building. Flying embers set- 
tled on the roof several times, but were 
promptly thrown off by the volunteers on 
the building*. 

Immediately after the fire department 
arrived on the ground another telephone 
message was sent, asking that the engine 
be sent to tlie fire. Four horses we:e 
Bscured, and the engine was hauled al- 
most to the scene of the tire before it wm 
discovered that a piece of the machine- y 
of the engiue had been scut to Cincir. 
nati a few days since to be repaired, and 
it was Iiojielesslv disabled. 

Governor Bradley was notified of the 
condition of affairs and immediately 
wired the Mayor of Islington to send 
do w n a fire engine. This order w as coun- 
termanded shortly afterward, when it 
was apparent that the engine could not 
get here iu time to be of auv assistance. 

The insurance on the building and 
workshop amounted to $55,730, but only 
about $47,000 of this was placed on the 
projasriy burned, as follows: $35,000 on 
building proper; $3,000 on heating ap- 
paratus, exclusive of engine find boiler; 
$200 on toiler ; $800 ou engine; $3,000 
oa water and gas fixtures, and $5,000 on 
furniture, all of this property was lost 
with the exception of what furniture was 
takeu oat of the building.— Frankfort.

By aehling debts of individuals, 
chattel tile irt gage's, floating debts of 
railroads and other corporations, 
loans and collaterals and commercial 
indebtiie'ss of all kinds. Mr. AValker 
estimates the- total indebtedness of 
the people of the United States indi- 
vidually and collectively to be $31,- 
480 . 000 , 000 . 

The .estimated value of all the 
property real and personal in the 
United States is alxiut *70.000.000,- 
000 . 

As a burden to lie sustained by the 
wealth of the country, there is no 
question alsmt the load lieing doub- 
led by the demonetization of silver 
and the failure of the government 
to provide an annual increase in the 
volume of money equal t<> the in- 
crease in wealth and population. If 
the value of property and commodi- 
ties had doubled at the same time 
that the value of the monied secur- 
ities doubled there would have been 
no injury to the debtor class. If the 
debts had doubled and the price of 
commodities remained as before, tlie 
people might have endured the bur- 
den and paid their indebtedness and 
iiad something left. 

Unfortunately the same policy that 
douided the value of their indebted- 
ness reduced the value of their pro- 
ducts one-half. A Dubuque drayman 
said recently that in 1865 he paid 60 
and 70 cents per bushel for oats, hut 
kept his team and family much eas- 
ier than in 18J5 with oats at fifteen 
cents. 

Tlie national debt illustrates the 
general situation of the country. In 
18 16 it amounted to some *2 750,000- 
ooo. In 1873 it amounted to *1 .860,- 
000,000. In 1896 to $1,200,000,000. In 
principal and interest the people have 
paid more than four billions on their 
national debt, and yet it would take 
about 25 per cent, more of the pro- 
ducts of the farm and factory to pay 
the twelve hundred millions of debt 
to-day than it would to have paid the 
whole amount in 1866. 

Even now we are not down to the 
liottom of the gold basis, as our prices 
on agricultural products are not low 
enough to enable us to compete with 
silver using nations, whose labor 
costs less than one-half that of ours, 
and whose money with which this 
labor is paid costs about one-half as 
ours, thus reducing the cost of their 
productions to one forth that of ours. 

One of tlio political parties proposes 
to maintain the gold standard till 
England has satisfied her greed and 
will voluntarily escape. The other 
party says this foolishness must 
eoiro to an end and that the United 
Stakes must coin and use her own sil- 
ver instead of selling it to foreign na- 
tions at half price. Which political 
party deserves tlie support of the 
voters? — Dubuque Telegraph. 
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In this campaign you stand for 
honest money. The facts and the 
arguments presented in your letter of ac 
ceptance against tlie independent, free 
and unlimited coinage of silver at the 
existing ratio have not been presented 
more strongly in any public utterance on 
this question. You did well in giving 
this question the tirst place in your let- 
ter, and especially in promising, if elect- 
ed, to ‘employ all proper means to pro- 
mote an international agreement.” But 
ti|K)u the silver issue you will inevitably 
lose most if not all the electoral votes of 
Republican States west of tlie Mississippi, 
and especially of tlie sage brush and 
mining States which were admitted to 
the Union by your party solely to secure 
to it a larger lease of power. 

If you want to make good these losses 
it must be by securing electoral votes in 
Democratic States east of the great river. 
You cauuot succeed merely as a Repub- 
lican candidate ou the narrowly Republi- 
can doctrine which you so unwisely put 
at the fore in yonr Cantou sjieech and 
repeat in your letter of acceptance. 

Nor is this all. 

The j»eople in both parties are looking 
net without anxiety to the character of 
your prospective administration. They 
are asking questions which it may not be 
amiss to formulate here for your consid- 
eration. 

1. AA'ill you actually urge upon Con- 
gress, on the plea of revenue needs, as 
your letter too plainly indicates, the re- 
enactment in substance of the act which 
bears your name? Have you forgotten 
that the effect of that act was to reduce 
revenues by $88, 000, OtX) ? How do you 
dare to assert that your tariff Haw yielded 
an '‘accumulated surplus” in view of the 
undeniable fact that there was a deficien- 
cy in each of the last three months of 
President Harrison’s term, aud that Sec- 
retary Foster actually ordered the prepa- 
ration of plates for a bond issue to meet 
a Treasury deficit and an impairment of 
gold reserve, which were finally passed 
ou to vex his successor? Will you urge 
the re enactment of this law in face of 
tlie foet, perfectly known to you, that it 
thus reduced the revenue, as it was 
avowedly designed to do, and the further 
fact that it has been twice overwhelm- 
ingly repudiated at the polls, at cost of 
your ow n defeat forCongri-s? AA’ill you 
insist upon treating your election for tl e 
sake of sound money as a commissi' n 
from the people to re-elect a financial 
system so obnoxious to them ? 

2. AV'hy are you so silent with regard 
to trusts, monopolies and other encroach- 
ments of plutocracy? As a man familiar 
with tlie political history of your time 
yon must understand how vital this mat- 
ter is. in the estimation ot voters.

The dead boy, at 
the time of the accident, was visit- 
ing the family of William Gooch, at 
Junction City. The collision took 
place AA’ednesday night about eight 
o’clock in front of Shelby * Shelby’s 
livery stable.

Of all the special pleas made by th« 
gold ites. the one address to the pensi* 
er is perhaps the most reprehensib:. 
From w hatever standpoint we approach 
it the plea is not only devoid of merit in 
economics, but it is open to the severest 
condemnation because of the spirit in 
which it is made. 

In the first place the millionaire bank- 
ers’who, the world over, are at the head of 
the gold standard movement, endeavor 
to delude the old soldiers into the belief 
that they are peculiarly and exclusively 
his friends. Men who virtually con- 
trol the world’s limited -supply of gold, 
and who realize millions of dollars profit 
on a single boud dicker, seek to make it 
appear that a policy which gives them 
such advantages is just the thing for an 
$8 per month pensioner. The fact that 
all their interests lie on the side of ap 
proacliing gold, while the pensioners’ $8 
per month is generally but a 6mall part 
of his interest, is studiously kept out of 
sight. Let us make a comparison. A 
man’s wealth consists mostly of money 
and money obligations, and it amounts 
to, we will say, a million dollars. If that 
money can he so appreciated as to add 
10 per cent to its purchasing power it is 
equivalent to adding 8100,000 to his 
wealth. The same process will, of course, 
increase the purchasing power of the 
old soidier’s pension. His 88 w ill be en- 
hanced 10 per cent and Itecome worth 
88.80. So the millionaire says to the 
old soldier, "Bard, our interests are iden- 
tical We are both of us benefited by 
the big ‘dollar,’ I make 8100,000 on my 
money invested; you make 80 cents a 
month on your pension. Hurrah for 
honest mc.ity Shake!” But it so 
happens that the pensiouer cvns a little 
farm worth $2,000. As tlie money goes 
up the price of his products goes down. 

I A crop that was worth last year $500 
shrinks to 8+00 and the farm itself drops 

She ratjo^ He lias gained 80 

eenta a mouth on liis peffSftvc -aud lost 
$8 a month on his crop. Ultimately 'ftp- 

may lose his farm through inability to 
pay the mortgage, if there happen to bo 
one on it. '‘Oh,” says his banker friend, 
"that cannot be lieljied, it is simply the 
vicissitude of fortune. You see there i6 
over production of the things you are 
raising. Hence the low price. But 
don’t think of that. Just look at the 
‘big dollars’ you are getting on pension 
account.” ‘‘But,” replies the pensioner, 
“these ‘big dollars’ will not pay anv 
more debts or taxes than they used lo 
when they were not so big, and as a re- 
sult, I have lost uiy home.” “Well,” 
answers the banker, “that is too had, of 
course, hut then you know we must 
have ‘honest money’ and we are deter- 
mined that you shall not he swindled 
by these silver knaves on your pen- 
sion. That must be held sacred ” 

Again, this plea to the pensioner pro- 
ceeds upon the theory that the old sol- 
dier is thoroughly and uucouscionsbly 
selfish. That no mattet how bliting the 
effect]u|>on the nation, how destructive 
to the prosperity of his friends and 
neighbors the gold standard mav be, 
the veteran who risks liis life for his 
country’s salvation, is perfectly indiffer- 
ent to its prosperity now, and utterly 
callous to the suffering around him, so 
as he cau gel his pension of $6, $8 or $12 
a month in appreciated money. 

Every pensioner in the country ought 
to, and every really deserving pensioner 
will resent such an imputation upon his 
patriotism. 

The writer is himself a pensioner, was 
an humble member of the army of the 
union, and his heart beats in perfect 
sympathy with every just and proper 
measure for the benefit of his comrades 
in arms. But he knows that an appre- 
ciating standard of value extorts from 
every debtor more than he owes, bur- 
dens every tax-paver with more than he 
ought to pay, aud robs every honest 
producer of a portion of liis just does. A 
system that leads to such results must be 
destructive of national prosperity, and 
cannot be defended upon any principle 
ever taught by the Savior of Man. 

If, in any cass, the old soldier’s pen- 
too small, let it be increased; but
